IHDEPKNDENCK OV ACTION »S THE 


rKOPLfi. 


There is much to lead those who 


doubt tbe abllty of tbe people to gov- 
ern to a view that will tend to remove 
It from tbe mind in the independence 
there is manifest through results of 
late elections in towns and cities. At 
no time since tbe United States be- 
come independent has there beeo so 
mui.h independent action by the voters 
as there has been this spring. Wher- 
ever elections have been held it was 
evident from the returns that the 
voters were largely emancipated from 
tbe narrow lines of party control, 
where bosses do their work to tbe In- 
jury ot tbe people. 


A boss always works in the interest 


of and for tbe advanoement of some 
special department, which advance- 
mint is not ia the interest of tbe 
masses, bat is intended to support 
toma special privilege sought by those 
In whose Interest tbe boss is doing bis 
work. 


The people elnoe the Civil war have 


been in a State ot political bondage 
arising oat ot tbe rebellion, wbiah hss 
bee'n very favorable to tbe work of 
bosses and to the development of spe- 
cial privileges. These politoal condi- 
tions have been used to further schemes 
to injure the people and aid the par- 
poses and interests of tbe unscrupu- 
lous who were seeking political ad- 
vantage through legislation and other 
means. 


To supply the ends required for 


these purposes every avenue of politi- 
cal economy has been filled with tbe 
creatures of corporations and trusts. 
More especially have places of political 
preferment been given to those who 
•re the pliant tools of bosses. The 
boss has been quite as much inter- 
ested in having those npon whom be 
oould rely in political position, as he 
has been to supply vacant places with 
tboie npon whom tbe commercial 
corporate interests could depend. 


The signs of the times are more 


favorable to tbe emancipation ot the 
people and every interest in tbe coon- 
try from boss rule than at any time 
for tbe last twenty years. When tbe 
voters of the country come to a con- 
clusion that there are industries that 
require attention other than those 
that are strictly money-getting and 
commercial industries, there will be a 
better state of government, and tbe 
rights of the people will be more fully 
protected. 


Tbere is no caase for e. free people 


being tied up to party lines under 
business conditions. 
When it is a 


question of business those best fitted 
to do the work of tbe public ehoald be 
selected. When it is learned that a 
man is anti-tariff and Incompetent for 
tbe work, there is no business in 
selecting each a man over a man who 
is in favor of a tariff and who la 
competent to do tbe work. There Is 
no economy in selecting any aid for 
political reason* when there are no 
politics included in the selection. It 
may properly be taken as an indication 
that the people are becoming awakened 
over tbe course of those who control 
government and every department of 
political action, to their advantage and 
to the disadvantage of the great body 
of the people. 


It may also be regarded that freedom 


of 
political action 
made 
known 


through these elections is a forerunner 
to a purpose formed by the more) in- 
telligent to do a little governing for 
themselves In tbe future. Tbere Is an- 
other indication from these results that 
tbe better people who have been saying 
for many years that politics are to cor- 
rupt for a decent man to have any- 
thing to do with, have concluded that 
the corruption In politics is reaching 
the foundation of the fabric that gives 
him and his family protection and a 
right to liberty. 


It may be, and vary likely is true, 


that many of these pure and better 
people have finally concluded, that tbe 
corruption should be removed and the 
way to remove It is for them to take an 
interest in the work for its removal. 
There is a radical change at work 
which will continue in the future to 
develop to tbe relief of tbe country by 
a removal of the many iniquities there 
are at present weighing down tbe con- 
science of tbe nation. Tbe disregard 
by Congress of the voice of the better 
part of tbe people when they made a 
protest against tbe action of that body 
respecting its coarse when providing 
government for Porto Rico, has ac- 
complished more than all else, that 
bas oocured in politics for many years 
to direct attention to conditions there 
are npon tbe country, which have been 
made plain to them through corruption 
In high places that is all powsrfol for

The try out preparatory to the Ne- 


vada-Stanford field day ooi.tast, took 
place yesterday afternoon at the race 
track. The attendance was poor. Those 
present, however, saw an exhibition of 
clever athletics that was "well worth 
the price of admission," 


Several records were smashed. Ward 


made tbe high jump in record-breaking 
distance, reaching 5 feet* 8 inches. 


Bren Smith pat tbe shot 89}$ feet, 


which was considerably better than the 
school bad been able to do previously. 


Bren Smith and Keddie ran tbe quar- 


ter in 68 4-5, not quite the record, bat 
good enough. 


Tbe half was made In 2:09 by Case, 


within six seconds of tbe record »nd on 
tbe right side. 


The mile waa made in 5 flat, within 8 


seconds of Nevada's best time. Jame- 
son first, Mack a close second.
